Foiled by Hospital
Helpers

Berlin, Tuesday, July 22 (By the As-

sociated Press). Ten persons were shot

during disorders which attended the

breaking up of a majority socialist
meeting by communists and Spartacans
here yesterday. Those attending the
meeting, which was held in the trades
union building, attempted to lynch the
man who fired the shots, but he was
saved by hospital helpers, who were in
the building.

Several majority socialist meetings,
held late yesterday, did not develop as
smoothly and quietly as they begsn.
Communists and Spartacans by a prear-
ranged plan smuggled fellow radicals
into where the majority socialists were
congregated and there broke up the
meetings by cat calls and other noises,
and even by violence.

At countless meetings the majority
speakers gave up attempting to

speak after half an hour of shouting
and in the trades union building, where
the biggest meeting was held, chairs, beer
bottles, glasses and even tables were
flung about in a successful attempt to
break up the gathering.

The Berlin press is indignant at the
uproar. The Vorwaerts heads its lead
"Instead of Conciliating the People
Civil War." The people's Gazette calls
the day "The Senseless Strike Monday."

Huntington, W. Va., July 23. Seized

by alleged moonshiners, brought before

a Greenbrier county justice of the peace,
and found guilty on a charge of bootleg-
ging, was the experience of H. R. Ratliff,
a state prohibition officer, who returned
late yesterday from a tour into the hill.
Ratliff was sentenced to serve 60 days
in jail by the justice, but was rescued

by Harry Fitzgerald, a brother officer,
from an alleged sheriff who was escort-

ing the convicted official to the bastile.
Ratliff and Fitzgerald went to Green-

brier county to investigate a report that
many illicit stills were in operation
there. The officers located two stills
and Ratliff went to the village of Auto,
W. Va., to telephone the department at
Charleston for additional men to make
the raid. While in Auto, Ratliff was ar-
rested by alleged moonshiners at the

point of revolvers, brought before the
justice, charged with bootlegging and
convicted.

Following the rescue of Ratliff by
Fitzgerald, the officers destroyed two
stills and more .than 0,000 gallons of
mash and swore out 10 warrants for
Greenbrier county residents, who are
charged with manufacturing moonshine.

PRECIOUS STONES IN igi8.

Report by the United States Geological

Survey.
The value of the precious stones an-

nually produced in the-- United States
from the beginning of this century to
l!'li-Tia- s been about one-thir- of a mil-

lion dollars. In 1914 and in every year
since, the annual valu of the output
has dropped considerably, and in 1918 it
dropped to $lUti)'23, the lowest reported
since the United States geological survey
began to collect statistics of gem pro-
duction, in 1883, with the single excep-
tion of lHIKi, when it was $U7,8oO.

The report on the production of pre-
cious stones in 1918, just published by
the United States geological survey, de-

partment of the interior, ascribes the de-

crease in the value of the precious stones
produced to the military enlistment of
many gem miners, the general scarcity
of labor, and the poor market.

The output consisted chiefly of the
sapphire variety of corundum, which is
nearly all used as mechanical bearings in
watches and other instruments that re-

quire practically friction-les- s

bearings. Other less valuable and
softer minerals used for this purpose are
gprnet and some forma of hard, compact
silica, known as agate and chalcedony.
The annual value of the output of the
four gem minerals, corundum, quartz,
tourmaline, and turquoise, amouuts to
over four-fifth- s of the total value of all
the precious stones produced in the Unit-
ed States.

Montana, Nevada, California, Colora-

do, Maine, and Arizona are the chief
states, but from 20 to 30

states annually report some production.
Several relatively large diamonds were

found in Arkansas in 1018, notably a
canary - colored octahedron weighing
nearly 18 carats and a number of small-
er stones weighing several carats each.
The value of all the diamonds produced
in the United States, however, in no

year exceeds a few thousand dollars.
The report also records the finding of

two large diamonds in South Africa,
weighing about three ounces each. It is

estimated that about half the diamonds
in the world are owned in the United
